BOSTON, Oct. 17.~On the steamship New
England, which arrived from Queenstown
and Liverpool to-day, were John E. Red-
mond, M. P., chairman of the Irish Parlia-
mentary party and president of the United
Irish League, John Dillon, M. P. for East

Mayo, and Michael Davitt. Their arrival
has been long looked forward to by aill
Irishmen, as they are to address the mem-
bers of the United Irish League, which
holds it national convention in this city,
beginning Sunday night.

Mr. Redmond, in speaking of the pres-
ent condition in Ireland and of matters re-
lating to the United Irish League, said:
““The United Irish League is the ruling
power in Ireland to-day as truly as ever
the Land League was. The government
played into our hands by the coercion pol-
fecy, and now the country Is aroused. We
are on the eve of a settlement of the Irish
land question; after that, national self-
government will speedily come to Ireland,

“The Irish party now In the House of
Commons s the only opposition in the
English Parliament, and believe the day
is near at hand when it will have the con-
trolling Influence in Great Britain. Hun-
dreds of Irlshmen are Imprisoned under
the coerclon act without receiving any trial
by jury. But nobody cares for imprison-
ment under these circumstances. The more
the people are attacked the higher thelir
spirits rise.”
